The letter takes re- 
sponsibility for the op- 
eration dubbed “death 
in train,” according to 
the paper's editor, 
Abdel Bari Atwan. He 
said the missive uses 
“language similar” to 
other messages re- 
ceived from Al Qaeda.

Redevelopment Agency finds $20

When it comes to who gets 
the money in San Jose, it’s clear 
that it all depends on who’s ask- 
ing for it. After having already 
trimmed the Redevelopment 
Agency’s commitment to fund 
Strong Neighborhood Initiative 
projects from $120 million to $80 
million, the agency has indicated 
a willingness to dedicate $20 mil- 
lion to the building of a down- 
town music hall. , 

Tentative plans have it that an 
$80 million facility will be built 
in downtown San Jose, The en- 
terprise would be run by the same

million for Downtown Music Hall 


company that owns/operates the 
Sharks. Twenty million would be 
provided by the Redevelopment 
Agency, twenty million by the 
parent company of the Sharks, 
with the remaining forty million 
financed through the issuance of 
revenue bonds. 

At the February 25th Project 
Area Committee (PAC) meeting 
(according to one of its members) 
there was no mention by the rep- 
resentatives of the Redevelop- 
ment Agency in attendance of the 
plan to build a downtown music/ 
concert hall.

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Bush: Madrid attacks “a 
vicious act of terrorism” 


Washington, D.C. (EFE).- 
U.S. President George W. Bush on 
Thursday condemned the bombings 
at railway stations in Madrid that 
killed at least 180 people and 
wounded hundreds more, calling 
the attacks “a vicious act of terror- 
ism.” 

Bush telephoned Spanish 
Prime Minister Jose Maria Aznar 
“to express his solidarity with the 
people of Spain at this difficult 
time, and has sent his condolences 
to the families of the victims,” 
White House officials said. 

Bush, who is expected to make 
an official statement later Thursday 
on Spain's worst-ever terrorist at- 
tack, telephoned Aznar at approxi- 
mately 8:00 a.m. (1300 GMT), the 
officials said, without specifying 
how long the two spoke. 

The Bush administration con- 
siders Spain one of its staunchest 
allies and maintains close ties with 
the European country in the fight 
against terrorism. 

The attack early Thursday, 
which Spain's Interior Ministry im- 
mediately attributed to the armed 
Basque separatist group ETA, has 
received wide coverage in the U.S. 


media. 

Javier Ruperez, Spain’s ambas- 
sador to the United States, told 
CNN that the bombings were “our 
Sept. 11,” adding that, although 
ETA has been carrying out attacks 
in Spain for three decades, this is 
the first time the country has suf- 
fered through a tragedy of this mag- 
nitude. 

Terrorists chose to exercise 
their vote in Sunday’s general elec- 
tions through these horrible mur- 
ders, said Ruperez, noting that he 
himself was kidnapped by ETA in 
1979. 

Nevertheless, he insisted that 
the government would “win the 
war” against the Basque separatists. 
“We cannot yield and we're not 
going to quit. We must defeat the 
terrorists.” 

Asked about the possibility that 
those responsible for the bombings 
could be a group other than ETA, 
the ambassador said the attacks 
showed “slight differences” from 
the way the group normally oper- 
ates, but everything indicates that 
they are the work of the Basque 
separatist organization.<>

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Comunidad del sur de California 
rechaza trafico de indocumentados

Los Angeles, (EFE).- El 
arresto de 19 indocumentados que 
fueron descubiertos con síntomas 
de deshidratación dentro de una 
furgoneta, ha causado la ira de la 
comunidad mexicana del sur de 
California que pidió un alto al 
tráfico de inmigrantes. 

Los indocumentados fueron 
descubiertos por un buen samari- 
tano que manejaba en la autopista 
de San Bernardino y que se percató 
de una camioneta de cuyo interior 
un grupo de personas parecía pedir 
ayuda. 

El conductor llamó a la Patru- 
lla de Carreteras (CHP) quienes 
detuvieron la camioneta cerca del 
centro de Los Ángeles, las investi- 
gaciones preliminares revelaron 
que los indocumentados provenían 
de México y que desde el comienzo 
de su pesadilla en Mexicali no ha- 
bían probado bocado. 

Jim Wells, vocero del departa- 
mento de bomberos de Los Ánge- 
les estimó que si estas condiciones 
se hubieran prolongado antes del 
descubrimiento, muchos de estos 
inmigrantes hubieran sufrido pro- 
blemas más serios. 

“El calor y la forma en las que 
estas personas estaban abultadas 
pintaba un escenario que pudo 
terminar con la vida de alguien. Es- 
ta vez corrimos con suerte de en- 
contrar a estas personas con vida”, 
indicó Wells. 

Irónicamente la buena suerte 
de los indocumentados ahora los 
regresará a su país a donde muchos 
de ellos volverán a tratar de entrar 
a este país. 

Se espera que todos los 19 in- 
migrantes, diez hombres y nueve 
mujeres, sean retornados a sus 
países de origen después de ase-

gurar su salud. 

“Estas personas corrieron con 
mucha suerte pues las temperaturas 
(el lunes pasado) fueron demasiado 
altas y cosas peores pudieron haber 
ocurrido”, explicó a EFE Virginia 
Kice, vocera de la Oficina Policial 
de Inmigración y Aduanas (ICE). 

Además confirmó que los in- 
migrantes serán repatriados a sus 
países de origen bajo salida volun- 
taria. 

“Esas son las normas de nues- 
tro trabajo”, explicó la vocera. 

El comentario no fue suficien- 
te para la gran mayoría de inmi- 
grantes que viven en el sur de Cali- 
fornia. 

EFE trató de conocer la opi- 
nión del Fondo Méxicoamericano 
para la Defensa Legal y la Educa- 
ción (MALDEFP), pero su vocero 


no contestó las llamadas. 

EFE confirmó que antes de sa- 
lir voluntariamente, cada uno de 
los detenidos se entrevistará con re- 
presentantes del Consulado Ge- 
neral de México en Los Ángeles 
para establecer su identidad y con- 
tactar a sus familiares en México. 

Entre tanto el traficante que 
transportaba a los 19 inmigrantes 
sigue en custodia de autoridades fe- 
derales y se prevé que permanezca 
allí hasta que su caso sea decidido 
por un juez federal. 

“Este tipo de abusos tiene que

Decenas de profesores del 
Distrito Escolar Contra Costa 
realizarán este lunes una marcha 
de 100 millas a Sacramento, don- 
de se unirán a miles de estu- 
diantes que vendrán desde dife- 
rentes lugares del estado.

Universidad de California (UC) 
anunció que al menos 3,000 
estudiantes quedarán sin un lugar 
este año debido a los recortes de

fornia calcula que hasta 175,000 
alumnos quedaron sin ingresar 
este año escolar debido a la 
reducción de fondos. 

Richard Black, director de la

mas adolescentes que terminan la 
secundaria y cada vez hay menos 
lugares para ellos en las univer- 
sidades y colegios”. 

“Esta es una lamentable polí- 
tica que afecta a California, por- 
que al negarnos la oportunidad de 
proporcionar una educación a 
esos jóvenes, se les están ce- 
rrando las puertas para que 
aporten lo mejor de ellos mismos 
a la sociedad en este estado”, 
señaló Black. 

Las matrículas y colegia- 
turas universitarias han au- 
mentado en más de 40 por ciento 
en los últimos 15 meses, pero 
además del costo —ahora inacce- 
sible para muchos estudiantes — 
los campus tienen que reducir el 
número de estudiantes que pue- 
den ingresar y llevar a cabo des- 
pidos. 

La semana pasada la UCB 
cesó a los 32 profesores que

versidad Estatal de California 
(CSU), debido a un nuevo recorte 
de 240 millones de dólares al 
presupuesto de este año para sus 
23 campus y programas de 
extensión, según su presidente, 
Charles Reed. 

“Atravesamos por momen- 
tos muy difíciles, con el tercer 
recorte millonario de presupuesto 
en tres años y medio, por lo que 
este año será mayor el número de 
estudiantes que se queden sin 
matricularse”, dijo la rectora de 
la CSU en la ciudad de Hayward, 
Norma Rees. 

En el condado de Alameda, 
la directiva del Distrito de Co- 
legios Comunitarios informó que 
en lo que va de este año 3,000 
estudiantes abandonaron las 
clases porque al aumento en las 
matrículas y costos ya no era 
accesible para ellos. 

Hasta hace poco el pre- 
supuesto educativo de California 
era intocable por la Proposición 
98 estatal que prohibía tomar 
fondos de la educación para 
destinarlos a otros programas de 
gobierno.

Presidential politics in espanol

George W. Bush speaks pass- 
able español. He used Spanish in 
the 2000 campaign and has contin- 
ued to do so since becoming presi- 
dent. In the Democratic presiden- 
tial primaries candidates followed 
suit. Most of them used some Span- 
ish in their speeches and some had 
bilingual websites. 

Must you speak Spanish to 
become president of the U.S.? 

The simple answer is “no,” but 
as the Spanish-speaking population 
continues to increase, it’s certainly 
a smart idea to embrace the lan- 
guage. 

Showing awareness of the lan- 
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guage means that the candidate is 
interested in its speakers. Language 
is an important part of people and 
even if Latinos hearing the message 
can understand English, using 
some Spanish can have a positive 
effect. 

According to a New York 
Times/CBS survey, 1/3 of Latinos 
would be more likely to vote for a 
candidate who speaks Spanish. 

Candidates who speak Spanish 
can gain by demonstrating their 
bilingual skills. 

A recent Gallup poll found that 
a majority of Americans support 
bilingual education. That reflects a 
change considering that in three 
states bilingual education has been 
virtually eliminated through the 
initiative process. 

However, attempts to elimi- 
nate bilingual education in Colo- 
rado failed a few years ago. Voters 
rejected an initiative out of concern 
that Colorado’s children should not 
be denied the opportunity to.be- 
come bilingual. 
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In all likelihood, Americans 
are becoming more sensitive about 
languages and are beginning to re- 
alize that bilingualism can, be a 
plus. Although English is the 
world’s lingua franca, our ability 
to survive as an economic and po- 
litical power depends to a certain 
extent on our ability to understand 
those who speak different lan- 
guages. 

So if a presidential candidate 
speaks even a smattering of Span- 
ish, it can be beneficial since it sug- 
gests to Latinos that their language 
is important and as a result so are 
they. It also suggests that the can- 
didate is part of the listeners’ fa- 
milia. At the same time, when the 
leader of the country or those wish- 
ing to become president speak 
more than one language even if 
they are not fully bilingual, they 
send a positive message about the 
value of bilingualism. 

In this respect, Democratic 
presidential candidate John Kerry

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has a definite edge. He speaks Ital- 
ian, French, and some Spanish. 

Of course, politicians can eas- 
ily be accused of being interested 
in just getting votes. Yet, using two 
languages generates positive side 
effects. 

To be sure, elections are de- 
termined not by whether a candi- 
date speaks Spanish or not. 
Latinos, like all voters, cast ballots 
because of issues and because of 
how they feel about a candidate. 
George W. Bush got only 35% of 
the Latino vote in the 2000 presi- 
dential election in spite of his pass- 
able Spanish. Al Gore got 65% of 
the Latino vote not because of his 
Spanish, which was significantly 
worse, but rather because Latinos 
saw the Democratic candidate as 
doing more for them. Issues, not 
palabras, eventually determine 
how people cast their ballots. 

Language, however, is itself an 
issue. So when political leaders use 
Spanish in their campaign, they 
distance themselves from English- 
only extremists and give the im- 
pression of being moderates and 
inclusives. 

George Bush has certainly 
used language issues in this fash- 
ion. He has not supported the elimi- 
nation of bilingual education. He 
also has not rescinded former presi- 
dent Bill Clinton's Executive Or- 
der 13166, which requires that any 
organization that receives federal 
funding provide services in lan- 
guages other than English. An En- 
glish-only group even sued him 
because of it. 

In issues of language, Demo- 
crats don’t have to show that they 
are moderates. In general, Demo- 
crats support bilingual education 
and bilingualism as well as basic 
issues dear to Latinos. That is why 
they usually receive the lion’s share 
of the Latino vote. 

George W. Bush began his 
presidency with promises of deal- 
ing with “substantive” Latino is- 
sues, such as immigration. Almost 
three years have gone by and no 
progress has been made. If Bush 
and the GOP find solutions to the 
immigration problem, they’ll be 
able to point to something substan- 
tive to attract Latino votes. If not, 
they’ll have nothing but empty 
palabras to show. Latinos will 
therefore keep voting for Demo- 
crats in large numbers. With the 
likelihood of a razor-thin election 
in 2004, particularly in light of 
Ralph Nader’s candidacy, Latinos 
could make the difference as to 
who will occupy the White House 
in 2005.

A critical element of this 
strategy is achieving a prudent bal- 
ance for our.redevelopment invest- 
ments that will pay a higher rate of 
return in tax increment.” 


One wonders what Mr. 
Mavrogenes means when he refers 
to “our financial stability.” (under- 
score mine). Is he referring to the 
financial health, stability, and 
needs of the city, or of the agency? 
Which is more important? 

For years, the Redevelopment 
Agency has been promoted as the 
proverbial goose that will lay the 
golden egg for San Jose. Where is 
it? What good is a government 
agency that delivers only promises 
of future deliveries? 

One member of the SNI PAC 
responded to Mr. Mavrogenes' let- 
ter, complaining that the RDA had 
not disclosed any of these plans to 
the members of the PAC.
